Messrs. I). S. Shellabarger and Com 


pany have received over 101,000 bush- 
els of wheat at then mills since the 
drat of July last. Counting each Lush- 
el of wheat at 85c, the average price, 
the total expenditures of this firm for 
wheat alone have been 885,8no.OO. 
This is a business which offers us big a 
showing as any mill in thin part of 
the state, can show. The new mer- 
chant mill and its cnlerprisin^ pro- 
prietors are of great benelltio tliis 
county in keeping up the price on 
% heal, and,in offering u ready m.irket 
for all of this grain which our farm 
era can supply. 


Messrs. George Priest & Co. run a 


mill of coimi' erably smaller si/.e, but 
this 
firm nevertheless makes a fair 


showing for its purchases. By run- 
ning tin) mill night and d,iy they have 
ground about i!0,UOO bushels of wheat 
since, July 1st, and they have, shipped 
a large quantity to the cast. Thirty- 
eight thousand bushels me stored in the 
mill, thus milking a grand total of 
78,000 bushels piucli.ised by the, lirtn 
since July 1st. Al 85 cents per bushel, 
the amount of money expended for 
wheat would bo $(10,500. The value 
of these mills as a market for wtinat 
ia seldom considered so grout.

Prison Life In France. 


There arc Ixvenly-one central prisons 


in France for prisoners with sentences 
of live years und over. The cell system 
is adopted in prisons for the detention 
of prisoners not will, up for more than 
a vear and u day, but in the central 
prfsuns as ninny as KX»sl«epin one ward, 
certain of their number being responsi- 
ble for the preservation of order. The 
dormitories are, lighted, and there are 
openings from the galleries through 
which tho guards may iiiM'iect them. 
15v day the men work in i>Mu'm, fifty or 
almndred in umbrella ferules, Chinese 
lanterns, etc., ure man n fact u red, and 
such light work as glossing paper, sexv- 
ing copy books and making hair orna- 
ments is done. The work is let to con- 
tractors by a turilV fixed by tho Local 
Chamber of Commerce, to prevent any 
undue competition xvith free labor. Half 
of the profits of the. prisoner's work 
goes to Hie State ; he imdloxvcd to spend 
u quarter in procuring special articles of 
diet, etc., and the remaining quarter in 
paidhim on leaving, wi that 11 discharged 
convict often finds himself xvith from 
$100 
to $300 cash capital. A large pro- 


portion of tho prisoners use this in sot- 
Ling themselves up in trade or in procur- 
ing passage to other lands. These ro- 
xvards of industrial labor, togelher with 
tlie industrial (ruining itself constitute 
together the main and tolerably effectual 
counterbalance of the otherxvise grave 
evils of association.

esting details as to the social and relig- 
ious customs of the black Jews in Iiv.Ma: 


The majoiily are natives of the Main- 


liar const, where, especially in tho city 
of Kolschim, thoy reside in considerable 
numbers. It is said that they ore (ho 
descendants of the Jews who were sent, 
to India hv King Solomon to capture 
elephants lor his use and to work in the- 
gold mines; and that their skins, in the- 
course of throe thousand years, have 
entirely changed color, so as to make it 
impossible to distinguish them from the 
rest of the natives. They know littlo 
Hebrew, that language having almost 
died out among them. Their mother 
tongue is tho so-called Hindi, which is 
lined in their scriptures and prayer- 
books. They also possess a bible, which 
is not minted, but written. Of tlio holi- 
days tney only keen the Sabbath and 
the Passover, ',he Day of Atonement 
lieing entirely unknown (o them. 
In 


the preparation of their food they differ 
from other Jews, as, during their three 
thousand years' separation from tho rest 
of their co-religionists, nearly nil their 
original customs and manners have died 
out. They live separately, to this day, 
from the white Jews, as the latter do 
not regard them as actual descendants 
of tho Jewish race. As an answer to 
this the colored Jows boast of their let- 
ters of freedom given by an ancient, 
king of India, and another one of King 
Tbuhandmckuptn, who lived in the time 
of Alexander the Groat. They do not 
call themselves "Jews," but "Sons of 
Israel," nnd they maintain that they are 
in possession of a number of autograph 
prayer-books written by the patriarchs. 
They live in great poverty and nru vary 
ignorant, iMi'niiigtheir living by working 
in tlie field and by day labor.
